CAN SEE NO COMPROMISE.

“Washington, D. C., July 1.— [S8pecial.]— 
President Taft has thrown down the gaunt- 
let to the Republican majority in congress. 
"In no uncertain language he has notified the 
leaders in both houses that they must pass 
the corporation tax amendment substantially 

as he recommended it. 

He will not accept in Heu of it the inherit- 
ance tax provision in the Payne bill. He will 
not approve the income tax amendment in the 
form agreed upon by the senate insurgents 
and Democrats. He wants a corporation tax 
enacted without limitation as to the time of 
its duration and with the publicity feature ef- 
fectively described. 

There can be no doubt that the fighting 
blood of the president has been aroused. He 
will not permit himself to be placed in the

Parsons Is 80 Years Old. 

John E, Parsons, who was the friend and 
personal counselor of the late President 
Havemeyer of the sugar trust, is 80 years 
old. He is the father of Congressman Her- 
bert Parsons, the head of the Republican 
organization of New York county. Mr. Par- 
sonss’ name appears most frequently'in the 
acts narrated in the voluminous indictment. 

The indictment, which was handed‘in by 
the grand jury through its foreman; Law- 
rence Aspinwall, at 11:30 today, is a blanket 
indictment, naming the company and the 
eight individuals as defendant, and contains 
fourteen counts against each of them. It 
covers seventy typewritten pages and was 
drawn by Oliver Pagan, the government's 
expert sent here from Washington to assist 
in the investigation. 

The penalty provided by the Sherman act 
for conviction on any one of the fourteen 
counts is a year in jail and $5,000 fine. It 
can be either or both. The statement was 
made today by a representative of the gov- 
ernment that it was the intention to press all 
of the fourteen counts, so that conviction 
could be made to carry with it a fine of 
$70,000 for the corporation and fourteen 
years in jail for each of the defendants, be- 
sides a fine. In addition the government 
may bring a civil sult for a dissolution of 
the company. 

Defendants Are Not in Court. 

None 


of the defendants was in court to- 
day when the indictment was filed. The

“It also thought the funds should be avail- 
able to stockholders to enable them, if they 
so desired, to subscribé to the stock of the 
coal company which, it is expected, will be 
organized in order to take over the business 
of the coal sales department of the raliroad 
company. | 

“ Also because of the recent payments by 
the company on outstanding bonds, - used in 
the construction of the railroad which is 
the opinion of the board ought to fairly be 
represented in the capital stock of the com- 


y. 
oe The decision of the board to sell all of its 
coal within the state of Pennsylvania to 
another company conforms to a decree of the 
Supreme court in the so-called commodities 
case which necessitated such action.”

Assassin Calm and Pleased,’ 

The murderer appeared to be about 20 
years old. It was learned he had been 
living in Bayswater since Easter and had 
been studying in the University college of 
London. 

As soon, however, as his weapons were 
gone he became the calmest man in the room. 
He mildly asked his captors to replace his 
spectacles, which had become Gislodged in 
the struggle. Otherwise he would not 
speak. He sat back in a chair with hie 
eyes closed, apparently trying to sleep, but 
occasionally smiling in calm satisfaction. 
After the police had searched his pockets 
they perused a closely written three sheet 
document, which apparently disclosed the 
motive of the crime. They gave out that 
the murder undoubtedly was due to political 
causes. 


Eye Witness Describes Killing. 
The gathering at the Imperial institute, a

“Tt was near 11 o'clock and the musical 
program was just concluding when I saw @ 
middle aged English gentleman coaversing 
with a young Indian student dressed in a 
dark jacket and wearing « pale biue tur- 
ben.

BUSSE HAS QUIET SLEEP 


Resting at 3 This Morning; Not 
Wakened for an Hour. 


LOOK FOR EARLY RECOVERY. 


Patient Rendered Somewhat Nervous 
: by the Want of Cigars, 


BULLETIN. 

At 3 o’clock this morning Mayor Busse was 
sleeping quietly, His sleep had been unin- 
terrupted for more than an hour. His pulse 
was 140, respiration 34. Temperature was not 
taken. 


BULLETIN. 
At 2 o’clock this morning Mayor Busse was 
sleeping quietly. Pulse, 140; respiration, 34; 
temperature not taken. 


RULLETIN, 

At midnight Dr. Murphy announced: The 
mayor's temperature was 100.2; respiration, 
30; pulse, 118, He was improved. I am hope- 
ful of his recovery. When I entered the sick 
room he was out of bed, seated in a chair and 
fast asleep. This is a good sign.” 


Today probably will decide the fate of 
Mayor Busse, ill at Mercy hospital follow- 
ing an operation for appendicitis Tuesday 
afternoon. If he passes the day: without a 
relapse his recovery practically will be as- 
sured. All the indications at present point 
to a speedy recuperation. 

After a day of fluctuating pulse and tem- 

perature the patient was pronounced last 
night by the physicians to be much improved 
in condition. While admitting that he was 
not out of danger, Dr. John B, Murphy said 
he was satisfied with the mayor’s general 
condition. 
' The mayor's temperature varied from 
100.4 to 100.8 and his pulse ran from 116 to 
138. Both temperature and pulse were at the 
high mark late in the evening. His nervous- 
ness, however, had abated considerably. 

The anxious interest taken in the patient 
by the city at large throughout the day was 
touching. Figuratively speaking, the whole 
town in one way or another was watching 
at the bedside. 


Many Calls at Hospital. 

More than 500 calls were received at the 
hospital by telephone between midnight and 
6 a. m. and throughout the day Prairie 
avenue was crowded with automobiles and 
carriages bearing personal and official 
friends calling to make their inquiries in 
person. A crowd of curjous minded people 
blocked the sidewalk near the window of the 
mayor's room, and there was a constant pro- 
cession of vehicles whose drivers had made 
a detour from Michigan avenue merely to get 
a glimpse Of Tite'scene outside the hospital, 
Among these were several sightseeing autos 
crowded with tourists. 

The first report from the sick room in the 
morning was that the mayor had passed an 
extremely restless night attended by nausea. 
At 6.0’clock Dr. John F’, Golden reported the 
patient’s pulse 136, his temperature 100.6, 
and his respiration 44. An hour later the 
pulse had declined to 134. A little after 8 
o'clock Dr. Murphy arrived, and. after half 
an hour at the mayor's bedside, gave out this 
statement: 

‘“The mayor passed a restless night, with 
some emesis. This morning his pulse dropped 
from 134 to 118 and his temperature from 101.8 
to 100.4. His nervous condition is a little 
improved and in general the mayor is a 
liitle better than last night.”’ 

“Is the mayor our of danger?” Dr. Murphy 
was asked. 


Still in Critical Condition. 

* No, no, no,”’ the physician replied. 
is a long way off yet.” 

At 10 o’clock a bulletin was issued giving 
Mayor’s Busse’s temperature as p 200. 6, pulse, 
122, and respiration, 32. 

Dr. Evans and Ald. Milton J. Foreman 
called at the hospital in the morning. The 
doctor was admitted to the mayor’s room, but 
Mr. Foreman was not allowed to see the 
mayor. 

‘IT think he has gained,”’ said Dr. Evans 
after leaving the mayor’s room. “ He is en- 
joying quiet. When I left the room at 9:30 
o’clock his pulse was 118, his temperature 
100.2. This was a gain since I was here yés- 
terday’”’ 

It was said by the nurses in charge that be- 
cause Mayor Busse can’t have cigars, to 
which he is accustomed, he is nervous. 

The mayor slept some during the forenoon, 
and at 11 o'clock his temperature was down 
to 100.4 and his pulse at 122. Commissioner 
Hanberg of the department of public works 
called at the hospital with Secretary B. J. 
Mullaney, but was not permitted to see the 
patient. 

Dr. Murphy gave out this bulletin at 2p. m.: 

“Mayor Busse is resting better now than 
he has at any time since he has been operated 
upon. Mentally he is much more chéerful.” 


Wants Tub of Lemonade. 

“The mayor is still in danger, although 
his condition is better,”’ said Dr. Murphy. 
‘‘He just asked me for a glass of lemonade 
and suggested that it be made in a tub so 
he might have enough of it. This goes to 
show how the mayor has improved. His pulse 
has gone down to 116, his temperature is the 
same, 100.4 and respiration has decreased 
to 32.” 

Dr. Blake Baldwin, who left the mayor’s 
room at 4:15 p. m., said: 

** His. condition is bully.” 

Dr. Murphy arrived at the hospital at 8:30 
p. m., and after spending fifteen minutes 
with his patient gave out the following bul- 
‘letin: 

“ Mayor Busse’s condition remained about 
the same most of the afternoon, but as night 
came on he became restless and a slight rise 
in his pulse and respiration followed. Be- 
tween 6 and 7 o’clock, for almost a full hour, 
the mayor sat up in bed. This privilége was 
allowed him because of his difficulty in 
breathing while lying down. A man of his 
physique finds it hard to breathe after lying 
in' bed many hours. His nervousness is due 
to the fact that he cannot have cigars and 
tobacco as he has been used to.”

We want him at home and I 
hope they will let him out in a day or two,

To a visitor who called on him at the jail

DETAILS ARE MADE PUBLIC. 


Chief Issue of New Securities “with 
Merger Will Be $125,000,000 of 4 
Per Cent Refunding Bonds. 


Druce Case 
Witness an 
Imbecile. 


New York, July 1.—Details of the reorgan- 
ization plan of’the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
way placed in the receivers’ hands some time 
ago were formally announced here tonight. 

The only securities to be surrendered for 
new ones are the general mortgage 5 per cent 
bonds of 10:, for which adjustment bonds 
are to be exchanged. The first mortgage 
fours are to be deposited so that they may 
be stamped, to be receemed or purchased at 
par later. 

The road is to continue Hable for its just 
obligations, including guaranti¢s of the bonds 
of subsidiary lines, and it is intended to vest 
in the Seaboard Air Line railway; by sale, 
merger, or otherwise, the properties of the 
Birmingham Air Line railway, and of other 
railway companies, substantially the entire 


- capital stock of which is owned by the Sea- 


board. 

The.chief issue of new securities authorized 
will be 4 per cent refunding bonds limited toa 
total of $125.000.000, probably to be dated 
from Jan. 1, 1910. 

The other issue of new securities author- 
ized is to consist of adjustment mortgage 5 
per cent bonds limited to a total of $25.000.- 
000, these to be cumulative jnterest bonds, 
probably dated Novy. 1, 1909, payable in forty 
years. 


Receivers for the C., P. & St. L. 

Springfield, Ill., July 1.—[Special.]—At the 
instancevof the Trust Company of America 
Judge Humphrey today appointed John P. 
Ramsey and Henry Merriam receivers for 
the Chicago, Peoria and St. Louis railway 
company. The bill filed in the case is based 
on the failure’ of the company to pay in- 
terest on a second mortgage held by thetrust 
company as trustee. The mortgage is for

New York Police Think Body Is 
That of Elsie Sigel’s Slayer. ! 


IT FITS HIS DESCRIPTION. 


Cause of Death a Mystery, but Suicide 
Seems Probable. 


New York, July 1.—Afthough complete iden- 
tification was impossible tonight, there ap- 
peared to be a strong probability that the 
body of a Chinese which was found floating 
in the Hudson river in the upper part of the 
city this evening was that of Leon Ling or 
William Leon, the murderer of Elsie Sigel. 

The man’s height, weight, and general ap- 
pearance tallies with that of Leon, butas the 
body was nude except for a silk undershirt, 
and had been in the water for more than a 
week, a thorough examination will be neces- 
sary. on 

Coroner McDonald, who was the first to in- 
spect the body, believes it is Leon, as doa 
number of policemen, but until measure- 
ments and facial characteristics are care- 
fully gone over, the identification will remain 
in doubt. : 

If it is Leon, the cause of his death will be 
another mystery, although one theory, that 
of suicide, would appear reasonable. 


Man and Woman Find Body. 

The body was discovered by Clinton W. 
Bell, a resident of Harlem, who was out in 
the river with a motor boat with a young 
woman. Bell secured the body, then com- 
munigated. with the police. Officers were 


dispatched. 'to the scene immediately and the 


body was taken. to a morgue in the Bronx. 
In salient features there was a marked 

resemblance between the dead Chinaman 

and the official descriptions of the missing 


Leon. The teeth were good, as were Leon's; 


the height was about 5 feet 4 inches, which 
was Leon's height; and the weight was 125 
pounds, which was about the figure at which 
Leon tipped the scales when he disappeared. 
The age of the,dead man’ appeared to be 
about 25 or 30 years. Leon's age was given 
out by the police as 30. 
Boy Says It’s Not Leon. 

Detective Van Wagoner of Capt. Carey’s 
bureau took a boy named Fugenstetn, who 
used to know Leon, to see the body late to- 
night. The boy said he was sure the body 
was not that of the man wanted for the 
murder and’ added it looked to him like a 
Chinese named Ah Sing. The detective com- 
pared the body with the description of Leon 
and -came to the conclusion the dead man 
and Leon were: not identica!, although the 
similarity. was rather striking. To make 
sure, however, Van Wagoner said tomorrow 
morning he would take another man who 
knew Leon to the morgueto look at the body. 
. The right arm of the body was greatly dis- 
colored, but whether from violence or from 
the effects of the water could not be ascer- 
tained tonight. The fact that.the clothes 
were missing makes. identification more difi- 
cult, and an autopsy wil] be performed in 
the morning. The coroner was unable to- 
night to arrive at any cénclusion as to how 
the Chinsee met his death. 


Laundryman Found Slain. 

Early thie morning’ Ung Yow, an incon- 
spicious, hard working Cilinese laundryman 
of the east side, was found by his neighbors 
strung between two washtubs, with his head 
beneath the water of one, and his feet in 
the other. There were bloody finger marks 
on his neck, bloody footprints on the floor, 
and a knotted cord about the man’s neck. 
In the cash drawer-the police found 1 cent. 

All attempts to connect the murder of.Ung 
with the murdér of Elsie Sigel by Leon have 
failed. There is nothing to show that the 
two men ever knew each other or ever had 
friends *in-common, and they did not belong 
to the.eame societies.

The preacher says 
he retaliated, striking the realty man in the 
mouth,-and that Thompson fell to the floor. 
Bystanders are said to. have stopped the 
fight. 

The pastor says Thompson then got the 
warrant. 

Mr. McHenry came to Cleveland from Chi- 
cago to be a witness for Mrs. Thompson in 
the divorce case, in the instance he should 
be called. 

“*This man Thompson has dogged me for 
a year,” said Mr. McHenry. in Justice 
Brown's court. Justice Brown fixed the bail 
at $300 and released ‘the pastor in the custody 
of the Rev. Dan F. Bradley for trial. 

“Thompson assaulted me a year ago and I 
beat him up then, just ae lI did tcday,’’ said 
Mr. McHenry. “ After I resigned from the 
Highland church he preferred charges 
against me, but they were ignored by the 
oongrTregation.

“I feel that I am still a minister and legally 
qualified to perform marriage ceremonies, 
This warrant was secured as a part of the 
persecution of Mr’ Thompson, who is rich.

ALL PUT UP TO “TONY.” 


Reporter Says” Mysterious De- 
tective Gave Data Be- 
hind Stories. 


The charges made by the Chicago Daily 
Socialist against Mayor Busse and the city 
administration were found yesterday to be 


ing to State’s Attorney John E. WW. Wayman 
and a grand jury which srent the greater 
part of the day in making a thorough inves- 
tigation of every allegation set forth. 

Editors, reporters, and other employés of 
the Socialist were summoned before the in- 
quisitorial body and given every chance to 
substantiate the stories which have been 
printed in the paper for the last three days. 
Not a scintilla of evidence, it is said, was pro- 
duced tending to show graft or corruption in 
any form, | 

While the inquiry was continued until to- 
day in order to allow the accusers of the 
mayor time in which to find a detective of the 
name of ‘‘ Tony,’’ who is alleged to have 
given the information on which the charges 
were >ased, it is predicted that the grand 
jury will return a ‘no bill” this afternoon. 
The only “ Tony ’’ known toCapt. O’Brien of 
the detective bureau is Detective Sergant 
Tony Mullane on duty at the Central police 
station, 


Court’s Alternative Loosens Tongues. 

A. M. Simons, editor of the paper; Jerome 
Beyers, Payton Boswell, and John Carroll, 
reporters, went before the jury early in the 
day. They at first declined to answer ques- 
tions regarding the source of information 
which inspired the attacks on the mayor and 
the administration. Later, however, when 
taken before Judge Kickham Scanlan, they 
were ordered to make answer to all ques- 
tions put to thein or be in contempt of court. 

They were exceedingly wroth at the deci- 
sion of Judge Scanlan and were in favor of 
“going to jail rather than obey the order.’’ 
They changed their minds, however, and all 
sgiarched back to the grand juryrooms. There 
Reporter Beyers testified that a Detective 
Mills had furnished the evidence on which 
he had written some of the attacks. Withno 
loss of time the reporter and an assistant to 
Mr Wayman were sent to the Central police 
station to find the detective and bring him 
before the grand jury. 

In the office of Acting Chief of Police 
Schuettler, the reporter was confronted with 
Detective Make Mills, said to be the only one 

‘of that name in the department. 

‘‘ He’s not the man,” said Beyers. “ I sup- 
pose the detective was assigned to Capt. 
O'Brien's staff.’’ 


Grasps at Name “Tony.” 

Down to Capt. O’Brien’s office went the 
reporter and the prosecutor. There they 
were “‘‘up against it.” Capt. O’Brien said 
he had no man of that name working under 
him. The investigators were beginning to 
believe that the detective was a myth when 
Byers announced that he had searched his 
memory more thoroughly and decided that 
the detective’s name was ** Tony.’’ 

State’s Attorney Wayman announced that 
the hearing would go over until noon today 


‘and that if Reporter Beyers knew of a de- 


tective named ‘ Tony,’’ who was an ency- 
clopedia of graft information, he had better 
have him at the Criminal court building 
when the grand jury convened. 

“The charges so far fall flat,” said Mr. 
Wayman. ‘The only testimony we could 
get out of Beyers and Boswell was that they 
heard these stories about town and that by 
putting two and two together they came to 
the conclusion that graft was going on.’’ 

“Will you indict Simons and the others 
in face of their failure to make good their 
charges?’ Mr. Wayman was asked. 

“ That is another matter,” replied the pros- 
ecutor. ‘‘It will be up to Mayor Busse to 
come before'the grand jury if he wants these 
men indicted. It is necessary for the com- 
plaining witness to testify, and as the mayor 
is ill at present nothing probably can be 
done until the next grand jury convenes.”’ 


Showing Before Judge Scanlan. 

In the afternoon, after the editors and 
reporters had refused to testify, Mr. Way- 
man filed a petition with Judge Scanlan for 
a ruling on the matter. According to the 
petition, Boswell was asked: 

‘Will you give us the name of any one 
person who conveyed to you any information 
tending to show the truthfulness of any 
statements made-in the paper or by you in 
the headlines?’”’ 

‘I decline to answer,” was the reply. 

Beyer’s examination was similar in out- 
come. 

Carroll and Simons are declared to have 
denied having written any of the alleged 
libelous matter. It is said Beyers and Bos- 
well, when they finally answered, gave the 
names of severa] habitués of the “ red light ”’ 
district as the ones who gave them Informa- 
tion regarding city graft. 

District Attorney Sims and Postoffice In- 
spector Frank Sharon, after an investigation 
of the postoffice laws, in relation to the arti- 
cles published in the Daily Socialist, de- 
clared there was nothing in the publication 
which warranted its being debarred from the 
mails. 


JAIL AND FINE FOR SOCIALIST. 


Business Manager of Kansas Organ Gets 
Six Months for Printing Reward 
to Kidnap Ex-Gov. Taylor. 


Fort Scott, Kan., July 1.—Fred Warren, 
business manager of the Appeal to Reason, a 
Socialist paper published at Girard, Kas., 
was sentenced to six months in jail and a 
fine of $1,500 by Judge Pollock in the federal 
court today.

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GRACE IN SHIP’S MOVEMENT. 


Aeronant Starts Beautifully and Land- 
ing Is Perfect. 


Washington, D. C., July 1.—Orville Wright 
late today encircled the Fort Myer drill 
grounds time after time in his aeroplane in 
three successful flights, while thousands 
cheered him. 

After the unsuccessful attempts of the last 
two days, the performances were inspiring. 
While the machine oscillated at certain 
points, and dipped and rose suddenly at oth- 
ers, it was evident from the regularity with 
which these things happened that they were 
due to the condition of the atmosphere and 
not to any fault of the machine. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock the aeroplane was 
wheeled from the shed to the starting track. 
The ‘damage sustained in yesterday's flight 
had been repaired by splicing a new piece 
to the broken skid. 


How the Start Was Made. 

After the motor had been tested the weight 
which gives the aeroplane its start was 
hoisted up and all was ready for a flight. 
The propellers were cranked and Orville 
turned on the motor. The screws whirled 
around at what seemed like greater, speed 
than on the previous occasions, and as Orville 
climbed into his seat Wilbur put his hand 
on the right wing ready to run along with 
the machine. Nodding to his brother, Or- 


down the track at a rapid rate. As it neared 
the end of the starting rail Orville turned up 
the forward horizontal rudders and the ma- 
chine rose into the alr. 

It was a: beautiful start and the crowd 
cheered heartily. Down the field the aero- 
plane sailed, curved gracefully about the 
lower end and back up the east side of the 
field along the edge of Arlington cemetery. 

Wright was making short turns, but as he 
seemed to gain familiarity with the ground 
over which he was traveling, he increased the 
radius of his trips about the field. The first 
round was made in fifty seconds. Five times 
the machine skirted the field. 


Swoops Down to Perfect Landing. 

On the sixth round Wright came to earth 
within a few hundred feet of the starting 
point, completing the flight in exactly five 
minutes. The landing was perfect\the ma- 
chine swooping down in successive glides 
until within a few feet of the earth, when Or- 
ville pulled the string which stops his motor 
and the aeroplane glided smoothly over the 
grass on its skids until it came to a stop. 

The machine was returned to the starting 
apparatus, while the brothers held a con- 
sultation. Again the aeroplane was placed 
in position and another flight essayed. The 
start was as successful as the first. 


Reaches: Height of Forty Feet. 

In his last attempt Orville remained aloft 
for a few seconds more than nine minutes 
and encircled the field: nine-and one-half 
times. For one complete round he flew close 
to the ground, evidently preparing to land. 
This he did within 200 feet of the aeroplane 
shed. During this last flight he went higher 
than on his previous trials, reaching a height 
of forty feet.

Mrs. Kenyon went out to get 
matches, and I noticed that Ella was finger- 
ing nervously in the top drawer of her dresser. 
When Mrs. Kenyon returned with a lighted 
candle I noticed this three inch wide plece— 
about a yard and a half of it—and then 
started to search for whatever else was 
there. Ella snatched the piece from my 
hands, and I found all these other pieces 
of lace that had been in my store.

I found 
stockings, underwear, the hotel soap, and 
the pass key for my'‘room at the hotel and 
found my necklace and other things.

key to her father’s barn in Ireland.” 


Handkerchiefs Shown in Court. 


At this juncture Capt. O’Brien produced 
several handkerchiefs, some of which were 
stamped ‘“‘ A. B.,”’ and all of which Miss Bar- 
rette claimed was her property, taken from 
Miss Gingles’ suitcase. The state closed 
with Miss Barrette producing the remnants 
of bolts of lace from which she said the lace 
offered as exhibits was cut and by her teés- 
tifying that she never had given Miss Gin- 
gies any of this lace to keep or authorized 
her to take it away from the store, 

Mr. O’ Donnell began his cross examination 
in spectacular style bv calling Mrs. Linder- 
man, the landlady of Miss Gingjes. As Mrs. 
Linderman tood about three feet from the 
jury Mr. O'Donnell askel Miss Karrette 
sharply: 

“Do you know this woman?” 

‘No, I don't believe I do,” witness re- 
plied. 

‘Ever see her befor»? ’”* 

“T’'m not sure.” 

“Now, Mrs. Linderman,” shouted Mr.

Confession of Theft Signed. 


To Mr. O'Donnell Miss Barrette ‘admitted 
that she took from Miss Gingles’ purse $5 
in American money, $1 in Canadian money, 
and Miss Gingles’ passbook on a Belleville, 
Ontario, bank, which showed deposits for $40. 
She said she took these as security for the 
return of her lace. Miss Gingles accom- 
panied Miss Barrette and Mrs. Kenyon back

BEAMS FALL; IMPERILTHRONG 


Shoppers at State and Adams 
Streets Escape Injury. 


GIRDERS. DROP 11 STORIES. 


Crash to Pavement at “Bustest Corner 
in the World.’’ 


Scores of women shoppers. pedestrians, and 
drivers of vehicles had an almost miraculous 
escape from death at State and Adams 
streets yesterday afternoon when five heavy 
steel girders, which» were being hoisted to 
the top: of the Republic building, broke loose 
from their chain binding and crashed to 
the pavement, eleven stories below. The 
watchfulness of Sergeant Joseph O’Connel, 
stationed at the corner, and the warnings of 
a crowd of spectators prevented the loss of 
several lives. 

The accident occurred at 3:20 o’clock,.whenr 
the corner at State and Adams streets, which 
has been termed ‘‘ the busiest corner in the 


world,’ was thronged. Carriages, automo- ! 


biles, and wagons were passing in the street 
Workmen engaged in the erection of severed 
additional stories to the Republic building 
had fastened the hoisting ehains from the 
giant derrick om top of the building about 
five girders, each weighing nearly. a ton. 
They had just been taken off a wagon driven 
by Nichols Knittle, 712 Grand avenue. 


‘Run, the Iron’s Falling.” 

The signal to hoist was given, and Sergeant 
O’ Connell and the crowd watched the mass of 
iron as it rose swiftly. When the mass was 
opposite the eleventh story it trembled and 
began to slip through the chains. Many 
women were passing on the sidewalk far 
Sergeant O'Connell saw the slow 
slipping of the mass through the chains and 
sprang forward. 

‘Get back quick,’’ he shouted, rushing 
among the pedestrians and shoving several 
women tumbling into the doorway of the 
store of Abel & Bach, leather manufacturers, 
48 Adams street. ‘“‘Run! The iron's fall- 
ing! ”’ 

in the instant that the mass trembled the 
sidewalk below was cleared. Then it fell 
with acrash. A girder swerved inward and 
fell across a large electric sign in front of 
the leather store. The sign crumpled up like 
tissue paper and crashed through the plate 
glass show window. The girder tore a hole in 
the cement sidewalk. The other girders fell 
in the street, one of them falling between 
the horses harnessed to Knittle’s wagon, 
breaking the heavy pole and inflicting a long 
fiesh wound in the breastofone. The falling 
iron ripped several holes in the wooden block 
pavement. The girders were bent into use- 
less curves by the impact with the pavement. 


Police Investigate Accident, 

Several police officers at once went to the 
top of the building to investigate the cause 
of the accident which had endangered: many 
lives. The construction work is being done 
py the A. & F. Wilson Construction company, 
F. H. Anderson, Chicago representative, 

‘‘“The accident was entirely unavoidable,” 
declared Mr. Anderson. 

Both the building department and the 
street department disclaimed responsibility, 
although bath immediately issued orders to 
prevent a repetition. 

Edward Coutanche, representing C, D. Pea- 
cock, jewelers, across the street, went to the 
city hall immediately after the accident to 


complain. 
Chief Clerk Fisher of the street department 


ordered the contractors to stop hoisting» 


beams in the day time. -

Declares Ohio Cannot Have Fit- 
tings of Training Ship. 


OWNED BY STATE, HE SAYS,

Haskins Watches. Dorothea, and 
Awaits Department Orders, 


While the training ship Dorothea will be 
turned over to Lieut. Commander C. B. 
Haskins of the Ohio naval militia today by 
Capt. Warren F. Purdy of the Illinois naval 
militia, the dispute between the two:-officers 
continued yesterday, the dove of peace re- 
fusing to alight on the masthead. 

Lieut. Communder Haskins repeated his 
complaint that the Dorothea had been 
stripped of allequipment. He paced the deck 
the greater part of tne day to keep Capt. 
Purdy “from taking the paint from the 
boat” and impatiently awaiting replies to 
his frantic “C. Q. D.’’ messagea to Washing- 
ton. 

For his part, Capt. Purdy contends that the 
equipment is the property of the state of IIlI- 
nois naval militia. He denies the right of 
Acting Secretary of the Navy Winthrop to 
transfer it to the Ohio naval) militia. He is 
perfectly willing to obe; the department's 
orders, supplemented by those of Gov. 
Deneen, to surrender the Dorothea, but he is 
determined to give up no more. 


Tour Shows Boat Stripped. 

The Dorothea did look as if it had been 
boarded by wreckers when a ‘‘personally con- 
ducted tour’ of the craft was made with 
Lieut. Commander Haskins. He pointed out 
that all the guns had been unshipped, that 
(id, unseaworthy boats had been swung at 
the davits, and that davenports and other 
wardroom furniture had been either broken 
or removed. 

“If Lieut. Commander Haskins were bet- 
ter posted in regard to the Dorothea and 
its equipment, he would have nothing to be- 
come excited over,’’ said Capt. Purdy. ‘“‘ The 
Ohio people cannot expect to get a brand new 
boat. Certainly the state of Llincis ws not 
going to present them with several thousands 
of dollars’ worth of properiy. We had the 
boat for nine years and we kept it in first class 
shape. 

‘When we took the boat from the Phila- 
delphia navy yard in 1901 the ongy too! in 
the engine room was a monkey wrench, and 
this state expended several hundred dollars 
for fittings to bring the craft here. Thestate 
and the officers furnished the boat with linen, 
silver, etc., and it belongs to us. 


Capt. Purdy Tells His Side. - 

‘In 1808, by act of congress, we received 
davenports, chairs, and other wardroom and 
general ship fittings from the old brick bat- 
tleship Illinois at the world’s fair. In 1894-7-8 
we received four one pound Hotchkiss can- 
non on fleld| carriages. After the arrival of 
Dorothea in 1901 we obtained some deck 
mounts and placed the guns on them. These 
are the things Haskins accuses us of stealing. 

*“*IT am responsible to Gov. Deneen for 
about $600,000 worth of property. Communi- 
cations relating to property, requisitions, 
etc., must go to him. 

“When Lieut. Commander Haskins ar- 
rived I told him no action would be taken 
until I received orders from Gov. Deneen. 
He inferred I refused to honor the order of 
the navy department and wired a complaint 
to Washington.’’ 

“I would not be surprised at any action the 
government might take against Capt. Purdy 
and the Illinois naval militia,’’ said Lieut. 
Commander Haskins. “About twenty 
men and six officers will arrive Saturday

LATHERS FREED ON BONDS.

The em- 
ployers say they expect little trouble as trade 
is slack at the present time.

Statement by Dr. Podstata. 

Dr. Podstata, in a letter to Tus TRIBUNE, 
made the following statements'regarding the 
Gorman case: 

‘* Matthew Gorman was admitted here suf- 
fering from late stages of paresis. Like other 
patients suffering from paresis, he lacked 
in the general serisibilities, both in the skin 
and the deeper tissues of the body. 

“I have the testimony of two physicians, 
two trained nurses, and a number of attend- 
ants, to the effect that he had beaten himself 
in the face and on tne body. 

““T have positive testimony of a trained 
nurse and: several attendants to the effect 
that he has attempted to escape from the 
hospital building by trying to crawl through 
@ narrow opening in‘ the grating on the win- 
dew and in the effort has abracted his skin, 
particularly over some of the bony promi- 
nences. 

“There are two teeth missing in the lower 
jaw, which is receding, and no teeth are miss- 
ing, Or even loose. in the upper jaw. which 
protrudes considerably. A close examination 
of the mouth still shows the decayed roots 
of one tooth which is missing. How the 
other tooth disappeared I do not know, but 
it could not have beén from a blow, @ince the 
upper teeth would have haci to be broken be- 
fore the lower could have been reached. 

** The patient is able to be up and about and 
outside of paresis Is suffering from no other 
disease. He still has a large number of erup- 
tions ‘and old scars from eruptions on his 
body, but that condition is much better than 
when he came here. as can be shown by the 
records of examination on admission.”

TAFT IS TO FORCE 
CORPORATION TAX

Aldrich, Lodge, and Crane appeared at the 
White house. They told the president there 
was grave danger of the passage of an in- 
come tax compromise, since nineteen Re- 
publicans had indicated they would vote for 
it. These votes, joined to those of the Demo- 
crats, would insure the adoption of the 
amendment by the upper house. ° 


Fears Supreme Court. 

The president never has favored an income 
tax unless the protective system of customs 
and internal revenue tax should not furnish 
efiough revenue for governmental needs. 
Moreover, for reasons expressed in his mes- 
sage, he believed it would be unwise to pre- 
sent to the Supreme court the question of 
the constitutionality of the tax when that 
court only a few years ago decided it to be 
invalid. Therefore when Senator Aldrich 
asked the president if he would approve an 
amendment to the constitution authorizing 
the laying of an income tax he assented. 

Then Aldrich proposed a tax on corpora- 
tions, provided the limitation of its opera- 
tion was fixed for two years. The president 
declined to agree to any such condition, in- 
sisting that if he advocated the tax in a mes- 
sage to congrese it should be free from any 
time limit. 

Inheritance Tax Feature. 

So far as the inheritance tax feature of 
the Payne bill is concerned, the president 
feels that it merits approval, but is not ag 
satisfactory to him as is the corporation tax. 
He has received from numerous state officials 
protests against the inheritance tax. Hehas 
received hundreds of telegrams and letters 
objecting’ to a corporation tax. One of the 
complaints against the latter is it does not 
reach the rich in an effective manner, and 
that the shareholder and not the bondholder 
will have to pay it. 

But the president’s investigation has con- 
vinced him that the vast majority of the 
bondholders also are stockholders; they have 
to be in order to protect their interests. Con- 
sequently their investments will have to'/pay 
as proportionate a share of the tax as will 
those of the smallest stockholders. 


ample, the, tax is expected to produce $2,000,- 
000. John D. Rockefeller, who owns 191,700 
‘of the 500,000 odd certificates outstanding, 
certainly will have to pay his proportion of 
the tax. This also is true of the men direct- 
ing the steel, sugar, and tobacco trusts, 
Consequently it is held the rich wtll be 
reached, in spite of statements to the con- 
trary which are being made to support t 
contention that the amendment should not 
be adopted. 
Impervious to Criticism. 

It can be stated positively that criticisms 
of the president by Senators Cummins, 
Borah, and others will not swerve Mr. Taft 
from his determination to secure the adop- 
tion of the corporation tax. Senator Aldrich 
assured him the tariff bill as reported by the 
senate finance committee would provide suf- 
ficient revenue for the government. 

Mr. Taft does not agree with him and ap- 
prehended a small deficit for two years to 
come, unless other means of getting revenue 
were provided. The corporation tax will fur- 
nish the necessary sums. For this reason, as 
well as for the contro] it will afford over cor- 
porations, the president favors it and will in- 
gist upon its passage.

Senate Halted on. Verge of 


Setting Action Tuesday on 
Tariff Amendment. 


STAND STIRS UP FEELING. 


Root Outlines His Reasons for 
Advocating the Corpora- 
tions Measure. 


oe 


Washington, D. C., July 1.—The senate 
“came within one” today of agreeing to 
vote next Tuesday on the entire income tax 
amendment to the tariff bill, including the 
corporation tax subatitute. The compact 
was prevented by the objection of Senator 


Bulkeléy and his opposition aroused no little 


feeling. 

The proposition took the form of a request 
from Senator Flint in the absence of Senator 
Aldrich, in charge of the tariff bill,. for unani- 
mous consent to vote on the Balley-Cummins 
income tax amendment and all of the amend- 
ments to the amendment at noon next Tues- 
day, with the understanding that the senate 
should remain in session until all these ques- 
tions should be disposed of. The suggestion 
created a general flurry. There was the usual 
animated gathering in the center aisle. 

Several senators asked to be heard and the 
proceeding for a brief time took on the ap- 
pearance of a general conversation at a sew- 
ing bee. One senator after another expressed 
his consent to the proposition untill for a few

Objects to Trust Methods. 

“ It ie the truet methods to which I object,” 
he declared. “I don't care if the packers do 
go into the leather business—they are fast 
getting a monopoly of the tanneries as it is— 
nor do I care if they go into the shoe busi- 
ness, if they don’t have special legislation to 
help them drive the independent manufac- 
turer dut of the business. 

“I believe in a duty that will help the 
American workman maintain a higher scale 
of wages than the underpaid foreigners; but 
what labor is there on hides? Formerly, with 
hides on the free list, the standard price was 
10 cents. Under the 15 per cent duty the 
standard price jumped up between 11 and 12 
cents, Today, because the packers undoubt- 
edly have had advance information about 
what the senate committee 1s going to do, the 
price has gone up to about 17 cents, the high- 
est in history. 


Packers After Leather Trade.. 

“We didn’t see what the Chicago packers 
were up to when they had the 15 per cent 
duty put on hides in the Dingley bill, and we 
didn’t protest. But now we see plainly 
enough that they were getting ready to go 
into the leather and possibly the shoe busi- 
ness, and at the present time they control 
nearly forty tannerief. In another five years, 
if things go on this way, they will control 
the leather output of the country. Among 
the tanneries they’ control are:

Ruins and All Houses Are’ | 
Crumbled Into Dust. 


POPULACE FLEES CITY. 


Refugees to Number of 25,000. 
Are Panie Stricken; Ten 
Men Injured. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

MESSINA, Sicily, July 1.—Half crazed with 
terror, hunger, fatigue, and exposure. the 
25,000 persons who have spent the six months 
since Dec, 28, 1908, attempting to rebuild a 
city on the ruins of Messina are again 
camped in the hii:s, rugitives from a series of 
earthquake shocKs as severe as those which 
six months ago devastated this city and . 
Reggio and killed 200,000 cf the inhabitants. 

Shortly before dusk last night, almost six 
months to the minute after the first of the 
former terrible earthquakes, the earth was 
shaken violently and the temporary struc- 
tures which housed the rebuilders of the 
city were rocked on their foundations. The 
populace rushed into the open air for safety, 
andswhen the first shock was followed by a 
second a few moments later a general flight 
for the surrounding country began. 


Shocks Keep Up All Night. 


The shucks kept up at intervals all night 
and at 7:20 and 7:25 o'clock (his morning two 
quakes were registered that were as severe 
as any of those that brought Messifia and: 
Reggio to the dust. 

Practically every building that. had been 
started or completed since‘the former quake 
is again leveled to the ground, but owing to 
the warning of the earlier slight shocks the. 
casualty list is short. So far as is known 
only two persons were killed. A woman who 
was standing in the doorway of her honse 
when the first shock urred rushed 
inside and caught up a child’ months old and 
started to run out to the street. Before she 
could reach the exit the second shock caused 
the floor of the house to fall and both mother 
and child were buried. The child was taken 
out alive, but died soon after, but the body of 
the woman was not found. Sne was heard 
ten minutes after the second shock crying for 
assistance, but later her cries ceased. 


Soldiers Among the Injured. 


The wounded are believed to number ten, 
including a lieutenant, two soldiers, and two 
carbineers., : 

As on the night of Dec. 28, the first shock 
was followed by a circular movement of the 
ground. Five minutes later there came an- 
other quake accompanied by further roar- 
ings. This completed the déastruction. The 
remains of wrecked houses collapsed and the 
entire district was covered by a dense cloud 
of dust. : : 

Detachments of police and carbineers were 
dispatched for the protection of the wooden 
huts built with American money, but which 
had not yet been distributed. The population, 
fleecing in the districts where walis threatened 
to fall upon them, rushed toward the Amer- 
ican huts with the intention of taking forcible 
possession of them. 

Between 8 o’clock last night and 7:25 this 
morning @ total of eight shocks were experi- 
enced. : 

News Distresses King and Queen. 

OME, July 1.—King Victor Emmanuel and 
Queen Helena were deeply grieved to learn 
of the second earthquake at Messina, and 
they inquired anxiously for details.

A craft of special strength will be built for 
the purpose, and the expedition wit] be fitted 
out under the management of Count Zeppe- 
tin. 


Aid Goes to Select Headquarters. 

Prof. Hergesell will leave rmany next 
summer, reaching Spitsbergen, via Norway, 
and landing at several places along the route. 

The headquarters of the expedition will be 
at Cross bay, on the west coast of Spitzber- 
gen, which Prof. Hergesell chose upon the 
basis of measurements made by the prince 
of Monaco. It is not yet certain whether 
the voyage to the pole will be undertaken in 
1910. This will depend upon the results of 
the preliminary voyages to the polar regions. 


Kaiser, Pleased, Backs Zeppelin. 

In order to determine the genera! feasibil- 
ity of the scheme, extensive geographical 
and meteorological studies are regarded as 


necessary before the polar venture.

CUBAN BUDGET IS PASSED. 


Extraordinary Session of House Re- 
lieves the Strained Situation in 
the Island’s Finances. 


HAVANA, July 1—The strained situation 
resulting from the adjournment of congress 
last night without passing the budget, and 
the issuance of the presidential decree put- 
ting into effect Gov. Magoon’s budget of 
1908-9, was relieved tonight by the action of 
the house, which, at an extraordinary session 
convoked by Sefior Ferrara, the chairman, 
after consultation with the president, agreed 
to pass the budget as amended by the senate. 

The amendments consisted of cutting out 
an item of $348,305 for the payment for lands 
at Vedado, on which batteries were erected 
under Spanish rule, and $58,840 for the es- 
tablishment of a corps of police in connec- 
tion with the department of justice. 

The budget thus reduced amounts to $33,-

George H. White, 
city prosectitor, is preparing a complaint 
against him to be filed in the Municipal courts 
today. 

Howard) W. Hayes. assistant corporation 
counsel, who has had the sane Fourth law in 
charge. heard that the store was selling blank 
cartridges and sent out one of the office in- 
vestigators, M. C. Greene, who purchased a 
box of .22 caliber cartridges for 7 cents. On 
his evidence the city prosecutor was told to 
prepare @ case at once and to push it vigor- 
ously. 

A total of 560 dealers’ permits have been 
issued. but this is the first instance in which 
such an alleged bold violation of the ordi- 
nance has been reported. 


Warning Against Tetanus.

“ Fireworks doing harm to children in the 
majority of such cases are cannon crackers 
and particularly toy pistols which explode 
blank cartridges,” says Mr.Parker. “ Small, 
ordinary sized firecrackers, smal) torpedoes, 
and sma!! paper caps are among the safer 
noise producing explosives for children. 

“ Blank cartridges should never be dis- 
charged in toy weapons, this being the cause 


of most of the tetanus cases.”’

HOPE FOR-WAGE EQUALITY. 


Give Credit to Labor Unions and Scan- 
dinavian Nations. 


Seattle. Wash., July 1.—The forty-first an 
nual convention of the Naticnal Woman Suf- 
frage association opened its sessions in 
Plymouth ‘church this afternoon with all of 
the general ofhcers and nearly all of the 
famous leaders of the movement in attend- 
ance. 

Mrs. Emma Smith Devee, president of the 
Washington association, weicomed the deile- 
gates, and Mrs. M. S. Sprey, president of the 
California association, made a response. In 
the absence of the international president, 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, National Presi- 
dent Anna Shaw read the annual report on 
international suffrazse work. Miss Shaw 
said the last five years had witnessed a 
steady spread of suffrage sentiment.”’ 

‘* Eighteen victories,’’ she said, ‘* have unit- 
ed in the movement. Just two months ago 
Sweden's house of commons passed unani- 
mouslty a bill for universal suffrage for 
women. But, alas, there was the house of 
lords and we must wait a little longer.” 


Cites Victories Abroad. 


“When we take into consideration the 
achievements of Norway, Sweden, tf iniand, 


Denmark, and Iceland, 1 think we must give 


especial honor and htrst place to the Scandi- 
havian race. 

“The papers of Australia are saying that 
since women have the suffrage, ‘ there is no 
power on earth that cah prevent the early 
adoption of equal pay for equal work every- 
where.’ ” 

In making her report as corresponding 
secretary, Miss Kate M. Gordon of Louisiana 
said that she could not accept a reélection 
as secretary, but would give all her time to 
the presidency of the state league. The re 
port of the headquarters secretary, Miss 
Kligabeth Hauser, was read by Mrs. Har- 
riett Taylor Upton. The report said: 

“The year 1908 brought great opportuni- 
ties. Never before dia a president of the 
United States, through the medium of the 
high priest of the anti-woman suffragists, 
issue a manifesto on the question. Never be- 

ore did the néwspaper interviewer put to 
wit possible politician, writer, or preacher, 
inventor and explorer, captain of industry, 
social worker, actor, prize ighter, maid, ma- 
tron, or widow, the ourming query: * What 
about votes for women?’ 

Labor Strongest Ally. 

“The American Federation of Labor, at its 
annual convention in Denver, followed its 
established custom and passed a woman's 
suftrage resolution. The federation is the 
strongest ally we have, representing, as it 
does, 2,000,0v0 members. Uther important 
organizations indorsing suffrage are the Na- 
tional Council of Women, the Socialist party, 
the international Brickiayers ang stonema- 
sons’ union, the Women’s National Trade 
Union league, the Johns Hopkins Alumni as- 
siciation, and the International Cotton Spin- 
ners’ union.” . 

Mrs. Rachel Foster Avery presided at jhe 
evening session, and the official welcome to 
the city was spoken by Mayor John F. Miller. 
Mrs. Henry Villard, whose husband was the 
builder of the Northern Pacific, and who has 
been the recipient of many attentions on ac- 
count of her connection with the history of 
Puget sound, responded on behalf of the na- 
tional association.

RED TAPE WOES REVEALED 
IN FRENCH NAVAL DEBATE. 


M. Delshaye Produces Report to Show 
Catastrophies in Two Years Cost More 
than Rojestvensky’s Defeat. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

PARIS, July 1.—The chamber of deputies 
today began a debate on the report of the 
naval committee. M. Delshaye quoted from 
the report a statement that the catastrophes 
in the two years cost France more than the 
loss of Hojestvensky’s fleet cost Russia.

ELOPING PRINCESS FORGIVEN. 


Emperor Francis Joseph Gains Leniency 
for Bavarian. Granddaughter 
After Sixteen Years. 


MUNICH, July 1.—The romantic marriage 
of Princess Elizabeth of Bavaria, grand- 
daughter of the prince regent, had a happy 
sequel today. Sixteen years ago the princess, 
a Roman Catholic, chose to marry a Prot- 
estant lieutenant, Baron Siegfried Auf But- 
tenheim. She was banished. and it was or- 
cered that her husband should be arrested 
in case he should return to Bavaria. 

The pair went to Vienna, where the 
princess pleaded with her grandfather, Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, who finally allowed 
her husband to enter the Austrian service 
and gave the princess a residence and an a!- 
lowance. After the baron had been promotad 
to the rank of captain he was transferred to 
the reserves and the couple lived quietly in 
the provinces with their children. ; 

The princess dropped her royal! title and 
was known as Baroness Auf Buttenheim. 
They often were visited by the Austrian em: 
peror, who eventually succeeded in inducing 
Archduchess Gisela, Princess’ Elizabeth’s 
mother, to pardon her. At the same time he 
intervened with the prince regent who has 
now softened his heart and invited the ban- 
ished couple to visit the Bavarian court with 
their children.

PLOT TO KILL CZAR ON TRIP. 


Suicide Reveals Plans of Anarchists to 
Assassinate the Russian Ruler 
While Traveling. 


STOCKHOLM, July 1—Further evidence 
of an anarchist plot to assassinate the czar 
of Russia while he is on his approaching 
European trip was unearthed here today. 

Adolf Vang, the Swede who last week shot 
and killed Maj. Gen. Beckman, chief of the 
coast artillery, and then committed suicide. 
belonged to a group of anarchists who have 
been plotting the death of the Russian ruler. 

Eight Russian anarchists were arrested 
previous to the killing of Gen. Beckman, but 
their. apprehension was kept secret. Two of 
them ‘were fousd hiding in the palace. 

Vang left a letter say'ng thet inasmuch as 
his Russian comrades had been arrested it 
was impossible for him alone to kill the 
ezar, and consequently he assassinated the 
first high official he met. 


WARSHIP SIZE SECRET OUT. 


Dimensions and Type of the Four New 
German ‘Dreadnoughts” Are 
Made Public. 


BERLIN, July ‘1.—The dimensions of the 
Nasdau, Westfalen, Rheinland, and Posen, 
the four new German battleships of the same 
class as those known as “ Dreadnoughts,”’ 
now under construction, cor@erning which 
the strictest secrecy has been maintained, are 
as follows: 

Length, 450 feet 7 inches; breadth of beam, 
88 feet 10 inches; draft, 26 feet 6 inches; dis- 
placement, 18,500 tons; indicated horse pow- 
er, 20,000; speed, 2144 knots; normal coal ca- 
pacity, 950 tons; maximum, 2,700 tons. 

The battleships are fitted with twelve boil- 
ers of the navy yardtype. Their armament” 
comprises twelve eleven inch guns, twelve 
five inch guns, sixteen three and one-half 
inch guns, four machine guns, and six tor- 


pedo tubes.

DAY FULL OF SHAKEUPS. 


Peppery Letters Pass Between 
- Executive and Man Who 
Defied Him. 


New York. July 1.—[Special. ]—Police Com- 
missioner Theodore A. Bingham was re- 
moved from office summarily this afternoon 
by Mayor McClellan and Deputy Commis- 
sioner William F. Baker was sworn in his 
place. : 

With Gen. Bingham went out the other 

deputies.. Frederick H. Bugher,.Bert Han- 
son, and Arthur Woods, and also the gen- 
eral’s secretary, Daniel G. Slattery. 
‘The new commissioner appointed today as 
third deputy, Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Josiah A. Stover, who will have charge of 
the police trials. The other three deputies 
and the commissioner's secretary will be 
appointed tomorrow. 

The cause of the removal of Gen. Bingham, 
according to the mayor’s letter of dismissal, 
was‘Kis refusal to* dismiss Slattery. In 
assigning this cause of action the executive 
brought forward an entirely new accusation 
iigainst the secretary. He declared he had 
endeavored during the recent investigation 
fnto the Duffy matter to procure evidence 
which would place the private life of Justice 
Gaynor in a bad light. 


| Bingham Blames Politics. 

Gen. ‘Bingham, however, stated publicly 
that he regarded politics as the reason for 
the sudden end of his administration. He 
said it was impossible for the mayor to 
suppose that as long as he was in office there 
would be other than a square deal to all 
parties at the coming election. He ex- 
pressed the hope that the mayor would get 
all that be expected as a reward for his 


* gection. 


It was noticed that Senator McCarren, the 
Brooklyn boss, was an early visitor to the 
mayor's office. The new commissioner al-. 
ways has beeen considered to be a McCar-— 
ren man, although in his statement to.the 
reporters immediately after he had been 
sworn in he declared that he had fallen out 
with that leader, and that the Brooklyn boss 
had long been aftér his scalp. 

Deputy Baker found himself transferred 
within a few hours from the charge of the 
bureau of «"pplies in Manhattan to the com- 
mand of the boroughs of Brooklyn,.and 
Queens, from Brooklyn back to, Manhattan 
as acting commissioner, and from acting 
commissioner to the full rank. 

Commissioner Bingham issued an order 
complying with all the directions of the 
mayor with the exception of the dismissal of 
Slattery and the appointment of Stover as 
third deputy, although he protested against 
the changes as subversive of discipline of the 
force. Inspector Russell was reduced to the 
‘rank of captain and sent from the borough 
inspectorate of Brooklyn to the Highbridge 
precinct. 


* Bingham Is Vigorous. 

The commissioner just before he. went to 
lunch sent for Detectives O'Farrell, Kinsler, 
and Duggan to hand them their official orders 
of commendation for the work-they had 
done during the last year in obtaining convic- 


tions of safe burglars. As he signed the pa- } 


pers before him he said: 

“This is probably: the last official docu- 
ments I shall-sign. D—mn politics, d—n Sul- 
livan, d—n McCarren.” 

The mayor reached his office at noon and 
found on his desk Bingham’s letter. In it 
the commissioner announced his readiness 
to obey the greater part of the orders given 
to him, although he expressed freelyzhis be- 
lief that they were mistaken and would do 
harm to the department. He also flatly re- 
fused to dismiss Deputy Hanson or to 52 rid 
in ~d way of Slattery. 


* Bingham’s Letter to Mayor. | 
The letter was dignified, but vigorous, and 
evidently stung the maycr. It said in part: 
“In the first place,.permit me to call your 
honor’s attention to the fact that while a 
number of my subordinates of high and low 
dégree have been called- for and questioned 
in the Duffy matter, and while some of my 
subordinates have been investigating my 
department under your direction. and while 
your honor has reached and published con- 
clusions in this case throughout the whole 
of it, I, the head of the department, have not 
been consulted nor. have I been permitted to 
appear in the case, either personally or by 
sounse!.” 


Ousted While at Lunch. 

It was while the commissioner was at lunch 
that the end came Before he went out him- 
self Mayor McClellan wrote to the commis- 
wioner the letter removing him from oftice 
and at the same time a letter to First Deputy 
Baker appointing him acting commissioner. 

The letter to the commissioner contained 
an amplification of his attack on Mr. Slat- 
tery and brought forward an entirely new: 
charge. 

The letter said in part: 

**I note in your letter that you assume the 
responsibility for all action taken by Mr. 

Slattery in the Duffy case. It is with great

Slayer Attempts ‘Suicide. 


“I rushed at the assassin others sprang 
forward at the same time. e seized him, 
but he struggled, and, wresting one hand 
free, placed the revolver to his forehead and 
pulled the trigger. It clicked harmlessly, as 
he had fired all of his cartridges. 

‘We shouted for doctors and the police. 
Meantime there was a terrible scene and 
commotion and the folding doors were final- 
ly closed to prevent the people from looking 
on the fearful sight. 

“A doctor in the hall came forward and 
knelt at the side of the Englishman. After 
an examination he said: ‘Nothing can be 
done for him.’

Assassin Walking Arsenal.

IN SUGAR TRUST. | 


Conspiracy Charged Against 
Directors, Who Plead Stat- 
ute of Limitations. — 


JOHN E. PARSONS LEADS. 


Aged Counsel, Father of Con- 
gressman, Seen as Segal 
Plot’s Aid. 


(Continued from, first page.) 
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in 1901. 


lawyers, however; Had received word to be 
on hand. They were William D. Guthrie, 
representing Kissel; John M, Bowers, rep- 
resenting Mr. Parsons, and Thompson Mc- 
Iivain, a partner of Mr. Parsons, who ap-, 
peared in behalf of the company and of the 
other indicted directors. John G. Milburn, 
who, with Mr. Guthrie and Mr. Bowers, 
made a last plea two days ago against prose- 
cution by the government of their clients on 
the ground that the statute of limitations 
would run even if there had been any offense, 
sailed for Europe with District Attorney 
Wise on Tuesday. The indictment bore the 
signature of Mr. Wise. . 

After the indictment had been handed in 
Judge Hand ordered the lawyers to produce 
their clients at 10:30 on Tuesday morning to 
plead to the indictment. 

John EB. Parsons was at his country home 
at Lenox today. Neither President Thomas 
nor any of the other directors who were in 
town would say a word as to the case and 
the lawyers were equally silent. 

While the loan. was made to Segal on Dec, 
80, 1903, the indictment charges the continu- 
ance of a conspiracy up to and including the 
present time. 


Letter Cited in Proof. 

As proof of this charge there appears in the 
body of the indictment a letter sent by Mr. 
Parsons to C. R. Helke, secretary of the 
triist,.under date of April 19 last, following 
the publication of ah advertisement by an in- 
dependent protective committee of bondhold- 
ers of the Pennsylvania camp asking for a 
deposit of bonds. The purpose of this com- 
mittee was to secure for their own protec- 
tion the opening of the Pennsylvania refin- 
ery. This letter is as follows: 

Cc. BR. HEFEE, Esq., 117 Wall street.—Dear 
Sir: I will send the advertisement about the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining company bends to. 
Mr. Johnson (John G. Johnson of Philadelphia). 
He has the matter in charge. With the bonds 
held by Mr. Kissel I should think that we repre- 
sented so considerable a holding as to make it 
undesirable to submit the bonds to the action 


of a probably hostile committee. Should any 


action be required I will let you know. 
JOHN E. PARSONS. 

‘“‘Unfair, deceitful, unlawful, and by cor- 
rupt means and practices,’’ are the terms 
used in describing- the acts of the defendants, 
all of which, the indictment charges, were 
‘“‘to the great injury and detriment, finan- 
cial and moral. of, the people of the, United 
States.’’ 

Bill Recites Loan Plot. 

The indictment recites that Segal, at Phil- 
adelphia on Dec. 30, 1903, owned the ma- 
jority stock of the Champion Construction 
company, which in turn held 26,000 out of 
60,000 shares of the capital stock of the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Refining company, 
making Segal the controlling interest in that 
company. It charges that the sugar trust 
and the individuals named, knowing these 
facts, arrangéd to get the possession and 
control ef the majority shares of the rival 
refinery, for the term of one year at least, 
by inducing Segal to borrow for one year 
from Jan. 4, 1904, through Kissel, acting as 
agent for an unknown lender, $1,250,000 for 
use in his various enterprises. ’ 

The actual lender, the indictment declares. 
was in fact the sugar trust. 

The indictment goes on to tell how the 
26.000 shares of stock, which were obtained 
as part of the collateral to the loan, were to 
be voted by Kissel as to the election of di- 
rectors, and that the arrangement was made 
without Segal being aware of the fact that 
the sugar trust was the real lender. “ The 
said corporation and individual defendants,” 
says the indictment, “ then well knew that 
Adolph Segal would be dependént upon the 
dividends and profits from said Pennsyl- 


‘Earle has delayed proceedings. 
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with which to pay. such interest and repay | 
“such borrowed sums. 


“Calculated Segal’s Ruin.” _ 
_"\In the event of said Pennsylvania Sugar 
Refining company’s failure to carry on said 
business, trade, and commerce and to pay 
such dividends, said corporation and indi- 
vidual defendants well knew his financial at- 
fairs would be put in a ruinous condition 


‘and the hold of said corporation defendant 


upon him would be greatly strengthened.” | 

As showing the continuing character of the 
motive behind the conspiracy, the indictment 
says the sugar trust and the other defendants 
‘“‘were to use every means in their power to 
extend said term and said power of control, 
particularly by keeping said Adolf Segal 
involved in debt and his affairs in such a 
condition as to prevent his relieving himeelf 
from his obligations to said corporation de- 
fendant, and by wrongfully and_arbitrarily 
refusing to accept payment of such obliga- 
tions from him, either before or at their ma- 
turity, or to surrender to him such power of 
control over the management of said Penn- 
sylvania Sugar Refining company.” 


Parsons’ Letter Unlawful. 

In regard to John E. Parsons specifically 
the indictment charges that in pursuance of 
“this unlawful and corrupt conspiracy,” he 
unlawfully signed his name on Feb. 15, 1907, 
to the following letter to C. R. Heike, secre- 
tary of the company: 

Dear Sir: I am in receipt of yours of Feb, 
14 inclosing resolution passed by the directors 
of the American Sugar Refining company at 
their meeting on Feb. 1, 1907, for which accept 
thanks, 

For some reason which is not clear to me Mr, 
The depart- 
ment of justice ought to refuse, and I hope that 
{it will refuse, to aid Mr. Earle’s claim. Mr, 
Johnson describes the claim as. “ farcical.” 
However this may be, I shall, both on the com- 
pany’s behalf and on my own, co-operate in de- 
fending any proceedings which may be taken 
by Mr. Earle. JOHN E. PARSONS. 


The indictment returned today was drawn 
some days ago, it is understood, but was 
held up at the last minute to give Attorney 
General Wickersham a chance to pass on the 
final plea made by the lawyers for the de- 
fendant. 


Lawyers’ Pleas Fail to Save. 


This plea was in regard to the statute of 
limitations and also the plea that Parsons, 


' Kissel, and Thomas, having been required 


by subpoenas in the civil suit to give up cer- 
tain documents, had earned thereby im- 
munity from criminal prosecution. Mr. 
Wickersham’s decision in regard to this was 
indicated by the filing of the indictment 
today. > 

The government began the present case 
after the settlement of the civil sult by the 
company. Attorney General Bonaparte re- 
fused to take up the matter during his term, 
although appealed to by Mr. Earl, receiver 
for the Real Estate and Trust company of 
Philaldelphia, which failed because of the 
Segal loans. , 

John E. Parsons is one of the oldlest mem- 
bers of the bar and one of its leading mem- 
bers. He was One of the original members 
of the bar association and for some years its 
president. He was admitted to the bar here 
in 1852. 

Parsons Is Church Leader. 

Mr. Parso probably is the most distin- 
guishéd layman of the Presbyterian church, 
He was a/member of the committee appoint- 
ed by the general assembly to revise the 
creed, and also was a member of the com- 
mittee to imvestigate the subject of marriage 


and divorce. He has been in many famous | 


litigations. 

Gustav EB. Kissel is senior member of the 
banking firm of Kissel, Kinnecutt & Co., a 
director of four trust companies, president 
of the People’s Symphony Concert society, 
a director of the American Geographical 
society, and of the New York Institution for 
the Blind, ts a member of the chamber of 
commerce and many prominent clubs. 
~Washington B. Thomas has been president 
of the American Sugar Refining company 
since the death of Henry O. Havemeyer, 
about two years ago. All the other de- 
fendants are prominent in real estate cir- 
cles.

PLAN APPEAL TO COURTS. | 


Injunction Given to a Brewery 
Is Aimed at Statute Not 
Yet in Force. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 1.—[Special.]—Chan- 
cellor Minor granted a temporary injunction 
until July 6 to the majority stockholders of 
the Tennessee brewery here, restraining-the 


managers from manufacturing “ near beer ”’ }. 


or any other product except feal beer. This, 
however, had no effect on the enforcement 
of the statutory. statewide prohibition law. 
which went into effect today, and even if the 
injunction is made permanent and should be 
sustained by the Supreme court, it will not 
affect the prohibitory law. 

Although the mayor, the chief of police, 
the judge of the criminal court, and the at- 
torney general all publicly stated that they 
would enforce the law that went into effect 
today, drinks were sold at most of. the saloons 
as on yesterday. 

No errests were made, and the saloon men 
did not seem to fearany. One of the thirsty 
would walk into a bar room end ask the 
keeper: ‘‘ Have you any ‘near’ whisky?" 
to which the response wae: ‘Yes, how’'ll 
you have ft?” 

~ “Near Gin Rickeys” Sold. 

If it was a gin rickey, the “ near” had to 
be placed before the gin, and so on al] through 
the catalogue of drinks dispensed at the vari- 
ous emporiums. Real beer was put out in 
‘near’ bottles, and those who came to taste 
and complain remained to drink and rejoice. 

The statute in force forbids the sale within 
four miles of any schoolhouse of intoxicat- 
ing liquors or beverages containing any per- 
centage of alcohol. 

The supreme court In several decisions has 
upheld that law. -The injunction strikes at 
the bill prohibiting the manufacture of beer, 
liquor, or any beverage containing any per- 
centage of alcohol, and that law does not go 
into effect for six months yet. 

It is probable that sult will be filed here 
tomorrow to test the four mile law, one of 
the leading hotel men being selected as a 
victim. 

Early Closing in Nebraska. 

Omaha, Neb., July 1.—[{Special.]—The sa- 
loons of this city hereafter will put up shut- 
ters and turn out lights when the curfew 
rings. At 7 a. m. tomorrow they begin un- 
der the new law, opening at that hour and 
chosing at 8p. m. This not only applies tothe 
saloons in Omaha, but those everywhere in 
the state.

Beer on Boom in Missouri. 

@&. Louis, Mo., July 1.—Although more than 
eighty Missouri counties are dry and the 
Sunday closing laws are enforced vigorously, 
the month of June, just closed, shows greater 
consumption of beer than any correspond- 
ing month since the creation of the office of 
beer inspector, eight years ago. The report 
of State Beer Inspector Marshall shows re- 
ceipts of $43,668. Only $41,494 was taken in 
during June, 1904, the world's fair year. 
The wholesalers have done a big businese in 
dry counties. 

“Lockers” Upheld in Alabama. 

Montgomery, Ala., July 1.—In a decision of 
the state Supreme court the ‘“ locker sys- 
tem’”’ of storing liquors was upheld, deliv- 
ering a blow to prohibition in Alabama. The 


court holds that liquor when kept in lockers 


by individuals and not for sale, is personal 
property and therefore any municipal ordi- 
nance prohibiting such possession is an 
abridgment of the privileges and immuni- 
ties of the citizen without any legal justifi- 
cation and therefore void.

QUERIES FILED BY GRESHAM 


Asks New York Central Chief for 
Light on ‘‘Three [’’ Transfer. 


ALLEGES VIOLATION OF LAW.

New Move in Cooper Estate’s Damage 
Suit Against Shonts et al. 


Municipal Judge Hume will pass upon 113 
questions which Otto Gresham, as adminis- 
trator of the estate of John S. Cooper, filed 
yesterday with a request that William C. 
Brown, president of the New York Central 
lines, be compelled to answer them. 

The questions pertain to the suit of the 
Cooper estate to pecover $100,000 damages 
from Theodore P. Shonts, Paul Morton, Joy 
Morton, Robert Mather, 
Brown. 

It is asserted that Mr. Cooper arranged 
the transfer of the capital stock of the in- 
diana, Illinois and lowa.Railroad company 
to the Mortons, Shonts, and the other defend- 
ants and aided them in obtaifing a loan of 
$3,000,000 with which ai pay for the stock. 
The defendants, it is alleged, realized a profit 
of $5,000.000 by transferring their holdings to 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Rail- 
road company. 

It has been charged that traffic which under 
ordinary circumstances passed over cther 
routes was diverted to the line of the ‘‘ Three 
1’’ company to make a showing of increased 
business. 


John R. Walsh’s Name Involved. 


It is declared that evidence will be brought 
into court to show that certain railroad in- 
terests boasted that John R..Walsh was pre- 
vented from obtaining money in New York 
to extend his railroad to Chicago, andasa 
result was practically forced to place his se- 
curities in the Chicago National bank, which 
resulted in his failure.

assessment is increased an even $300. 

Summons have been issued by the board of 
review for representatives of the three cor- 
porations to appear next Wednesday before 
the reviewers with books. papers, and other 
evidence and to show cause why their as- 
sessments should not be increased. 

None of the members of the board of review 
cared to discuss the reason for bringing in 
these three corporations at the start of the 
board’s annual probe into the figures of the 
board of assessors, but the subterranean be- 
lief is held in the county building that there 
will be big developments when the officials 
of the companies get under the fire of the re- 


viewers. 
Figures for 1908.

Project of Stopping Trolleys on ‘‘Near 
_ Side” Is Revived. 


In addition to the public’s victory in the 
prohibition of further “ death strips,’’ where 
the street railway rehabilitation has not been 
begun, Ald. Herman J. Bauler announced 
yesterday his conviction that his efforts to 
maintain a safe distance between cars on 
Chicago avenue had met. with success. 

By a technical interpretation of the revised 
ruling of the, board of supervising engineers 
the two tracks on the north side cross street 
would be laid with the narrow track center 
space, but the order of Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Hanberg stopping the work on 
the second pair of rails has not been lifted 
and before it is a safe distance probably will 
have been agreed on. 


Urges Twenty Inch Space. 
“TI have not acted in this matter,” said the 
commissioner, ‘* because I am anxtous to see 


if we cannot lay the second track so that we. 


will have a twenty inch space between cars. 
It can be done by throwing it ‘ off center’ 
five inches; but I believe that difference would 
not be moticeable in a street as wide as Chi- 
cago avenue.” / 

Work on practically all the other lines un- 
der construction has beenyresumed. On the 
north side the largest gangs were put on 
Division street, North State street, and South- 
port avenue. On the south side operations 
were renewed on Twenty-second, Thirty- 
fifth, and Sixty-third street. : 

These pieces of work came under the 
supervising board’s classification as too far 
advanced to change to the wider space ar- 
rangement, and the taking up of streets 
where the rehabilitation has not been begun 
will be delayed only until the changes in 
plans and specifications necessitated by the 
new rule can be completed. 


Plea for New Stopping Rule. 

A subcommittee of the local trensportation 
committee, headed by Ald. Willi E. Dever, 
has taken up the question of establishing 
a rule for stopping cars only on the “ near ”’ 
side of cross streets. This was tried in 1897. 
but protests from patrons of the lines caused 
its withdrawal. 

It is opposed by the police on the assertion 
that persons dismounting and passing around 
the rear ends of cars would be in danger 
from the cars crossing the street in an oppo- 
site direction. The traction companies favor 
it because it would avoid the “‘ double stops ”’ 
on both side of streets, which cause delay. 

Judge Grosscup has extended the receiver- 
ship of the Chicago Consolidated Traction 
company to include the North Shore Street 
Raibway company, which operates through 
Rogers Park. He authorized the receivers, 
David R. Forgan and John M. Roach, to issue 
receivers’ certificates to cover the cost of 
improvements in Clark street and Evanston 
avenue, which will cost about $228,000. 


SURVIVOR OF WRECK MAY DIE 
AS RESULT OF HOSPITAL ROW. 


Effort to Remove J. A. Moore from Gary 
Institution Given Up on Attendant’s 
Appeal to Driver. 


As a result of an affort to nemove J. A. 
Moore‘of Hillsdale, Mich., a victim of the 
recent South Shore trolley wreck, from 
Mercy hospital at Gary, Ind., by representa- 
tives of the railroad company, Moores said 
to bein a critica) condition. 

Dr. H. Montgomery, chief surgeon of the 
road, and J. N. Chililas, claim adjuster, both 
of South Bend, Ind., denied that any force 
was used, and said they were acting on the 
suggestion of Moore’s relatives, who were in 
Gary yesterday. 

The two men called at the hospital with an 
ambulance and told the mother superior 
they were to take Moore away‘with them. 
The hospital attendants protested, but it is 
declared the two men tried to lead Moore 
from his bed. The mother supetior, it is 
said, called in the ambulance driver, who 
induced the railroad men to put the patient 
back. Moore suffered a hemorrhage in the 
excitement. 

At South Bend Dr. Montgomery declared 
that neither he nor his companion attempted 
to drag Moore from the hospital HA said 
they left when the hospital people warned 
them of Moore's weakened condition. 

Moore's father was killed in the South 
Shore wreck. 

The grand jury adjourned at’ Valparaiso 
without considering the South Shore wreck. 
Deputy Prosecutor Burkhart announced at 
night that he would file affidavits against 
certin parties in court.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 1—With the 
weeks of grueling practice at an erm the 
crews representing Cornell, Columbia, Syra- 
cuse, Wisconsin, and Pennsylvania, which 
will participate in the fifteenth annual regat- 
ta of the’ intercollegiate rowing association 
tomorrow, await the signal that will send 
them speeding the Hudson river course to 
the finish of the line.

By this victory Harvard won its second 
consecutive boat race from Yale in twenty- 
eight years. Not since 1882 and 1883 has 
larvard won two consecutive races from 
Yale. Since 1885 Harvard has won five var- 
sity races from Yale, including today’s— 
namely: in 1801, 1899, 1906, and 1908. Since 
Wray has been coaching at Cambridge Yale 
and Harvard have met three times and the 
Crimson has won two races. 


Great Triumph of Crimson. 


With this tricmph of the varsity eight 
Harvard closed one of the greatest rowing 
days in its history. The Crimson by winning

HISTORY OF PREVIOUS 
HARVARD-YALE RACES. 


Yale and Harvard eights have rowed forty- 
three races, beginning 1852 on Lake Winni- 
piseogee at two miles, of which Harvard has won 
twenty and Yale twenty-three. In 1855 the 
course was changed to Springfield and length- 
ened to three miles. Lake Quinsigamond was 
the scene for nine years, and Lake Saltonsall for 
1869, After an interval of seven years the crews 
in 1876 and 1877 went to Springfield, Mass., 
when the four mile course was inaugurated. In

In less than a minute after the race was over 
the two eights rowed off to their quarters, Yale 
in the gloom of defeat, Harvard amid the noise 
and glory of victory, to fal into the arms of 300 
old graduates who had tumbied out of the ob- 
servation trains and h@rried down to the Harvard 
boathouse. 

There was no criticism of either crew with the 
possible exception of Dixon Van Blarcom, Yale’s 
No 7. Eafly in the race he was noticeably behind 
+ in his stroke. As the race progressed he got into 
better time and seemed to do his work .nore satis- 
factorily.

Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany Gives Its Workers 
Chance to Obtain Stock. 


INTEREST ON PAYMENTS, 


Aeccumulations of Men Will 
Earn Them a Share in the 
Big Corporation. : 


The Commonwealth Edison company in- 
augurated an “ employés’ savings fund” 
yesterday. After a year’s consideration the. 
board of directors cordially agreed to a plan 
submitted by employés looking toward inter- 
esting the latter in the business of the com- 
pany as well as affording a savings fund on 
which interest, compounded at the rateor 6 
per cent, will be allowed. 

The company has 2,400 employés and it Is 
expected that from one-fourth to one-half 
this number will become interested in the 
plan. which provides for the pay ment of from 
8 to 5 per cent of the subscriber's salary into 
the fund. Under fixed regulatio the sub-| 
scriber will receive at the end of five years 
either the cash he has paid in, plus the in- 
terest, or stock in the company,atpar. This 
stock is now selling at 121%. The idea orig- 
inated with employés and was assented to by 
the board of directors. 


Plan of Subscription. 

Following. is a synopsis of the plan as is- 
sued to employés of the company: 

The subscriber’s subscription period shall, 
unless sooner terminated, continue for five 
years, but the period may be sooner termi- 
nated at the election of the subscriber or 
the committee, and will be sooner terminated 
in case the subscriber leaves the company’s 
service, 

‘The subscriber (or hfs estate) will receive 
back at the end of his subscription period 
all moneys contributed by him to the fund, 
with interest compounded semi-annually at 
the rate of 6 per cent per annum, whéther 
the subscription period terminates at the 
end of five years or temminates because, 
within that time, the subscriber leaves the 
company’s service or is discharged; but if 
within such five years the subscriber volun- 
tarily elects to discontinue his subscription 
agreement while still in the employ of the 
company) his rate of interest will be reduced 
from 6 per cent to 4 pencent. If during any 
year the subscriber fails to make three or 
more payments promptly when due the rate 
of interest during that year on sums paid 
by him in that year will be reduced to 3 per 
cent. 


Payments of Stock. 

If the subscription perlod continues for the 
full five years the subscriber may, at iis 
election, receive, instead of the cash pay- 
ment above mentioned, as much of the com- 
pany’s capital stock as the amount of his 
cash payment will then purchase at par if 
the selling price of the stock is then at or 
above par, or at the average market price 
during the two. preceding calendar months 
if the selling price of the stock is then below 
par. 

Leave of absence or temporary layoff be- 
cause of reduction of the company’s force 
will not affect a ctatsonesdinarenlhs rate of interest.

Important Rate Cases. 


FIRST STOP AT SPOKANE. 


New Rates West in Effect, Aiding Shir- 
| pers of Chicago. 


Beginning next fall, the interstate com- 
merce conunission in a body will miake an ex- 
tensive tour of the Pacific coast, according to 
advices received yesterday by railroad at- 
| torneys here. The commission will hear un- 
usually important rate cases and secure first 
hand information regarding the transconti- 
nental freight rate situation. 

The primary object is to hear cases in. 
volving rates from the Pacific coast and inter- 
mediate territory ‘to Atlantic terminals and 
to points east the Missouri river. This is 
regarded as thé most far reaching freight 
rate problem undertaken by the commission, 
involving as it does the charges of combina- 
tion in restraint of trade. These changes 
are the basis of the government's suit to dis- 
solve the Harriman merger. The Harriman 
and Hill attorneys may accompany the com- 
migsion. 

The first stop is to be made at Spokane on 
Oct. 4, where further testimony will be taken 
on the supplementary petition of the Spo- 
kane chamber of commerce, 


Utah Case Second on List. 

Aside from the Spokane case, the most im- 
portant of the complaints to be considered is 
that ofthe Salt Lake City Commercial club 
traffic bureau. The formal complaint asks 
for a new scale of rates on a mileage basis 
from Chicago, Mississippi river and Missouri. 
river points based upon distance instead of 
on the coast terminals. In some cases a rate 
from New York to San Francisco less than 
from Chicago to Utah is asked. 

The commission is asked to reduce the rates 
to 196, 100, and.168 on first class, to take 25 
per cent off the commodity rates, and to re- 
duce the passenger rates between Salt Lake 
City, Denver, and the Pacific coast. 

It is declared that the rates complained of 
are secretly and unlawfully made at the ses- 
sions of the trans- Missouri feight bureau and 
that a secret agreement for the division of 
traffic territory exists between the Southern 
Pacific, the San Pedro line, the Oregon Rail- 


road and Navigation company, and the Ore- 
gon Short line. 


Spokane Rates in Effect. 

The new tariff containing the rates from 
Chicago and the east to Spokane was issued 
and put in effect yesterday, in accordance 
with the commission’s orders. Since the 
through commodity rates are still at issue 
before the commission, while the reduced 
class rates go into effect at once, there are 
many cases in which Chicago shippers will 
get the benefit of lower rates on articles 
heretofore subject to commodity rates. 

This is effected through an emergency 
clause in the tariff, which reads: 

“If the class rates make a_lower charge 
than the commodity rates named in the 
tariff the class rates will be applied. If the 
combination of local rates from the point 
of crigin to Chicago makes less than the 
commodity rate named in the tariff the com- 
bination of locals so&ndde will apply.” 


Supreme Court to Dectde. 

The Portland gateway case, in which the 
interstate commerce commission ordered 
the Northern Pacific railway to make joint 
rates for passengers of the Harriman lines 
from the east via its line from Portland to 
Puget sound, will be decided by the Supreme 
court of the United States, according to an 
order filed by Judge Walter H. Sanborn of 
the Federal Circuit court at St. Paul. 

At the meetirig of the Western Passenger 
association the previous decision to discon- 
tinue the checking of baggage to and from 
hotels and re residences was withdrawn.
